Jay Eads has had legislation
drafted creating the education coordinating enmtyommended in the report. I've attached the
draft bill for your review. Rep. Eads is awaiting your okay on this language before
submitting the draft language, so | need your okay before Monday. | recommend that you
okay the draft bills with the changes noted below.

Eads’ bill would create a 17-member coordinatingtgncomprised of:

» the Executive Director of the Public Education Foru

» the Chairman of the State Board of Education

* The Chairman of the State Board for Community amdal Colleges

* The Chairman of the Board of Trustees of IHL

» The Director of the Mississippi Private School Adation

» 12 other members appointed by the Governor (at l¢asshall work directly with school
students)

The Steering Committee’s report recommended tlatdordinating entity be comprised of the
board chairs and the chief executives of MDE, SB@J€IHL, as well as the state’s independent
colleges and universities. These representatifdsDie, SBCJC and IHL are already working
towards this end.

Section 2 (line 48) of Eads’ draft provides for the coordinating council to study the methods to better

align policies and practices across educational sectors to address the six recommendations and their

components of the Steering Committee report.

Line 120 requires the entity to make a report of its work and any recommendations to the Legislature
by December 1, 2002.

Line 123 of the draft assigns the entity to the Governor’s Office for administrative purposes and
requires the Governor’s Office to assign staff to assist the coordinating entity.

The draft calls for the act to take effect from and after July 1, 2002.
